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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The specification (filed February 10. 2006) on page 2, paragraph [0006] 
discloses mica as a fluid control loss additive for decreasing fluid loss at the expense of 
high leak-off, or spurt. Paragraph [0010] describes the objective of the claimed subject 
matter for fluid loss control additives "which reduce fluid loss, especially spurt, during 
treatment." 

Paragraph [0025] on page 5 lists the claimed species of dispersed particles 
without the excluded mica. Based on the descriptions of the inferior prior art fluid loss 
control additives with respect to spurt, the exclusion of mica named as a species of 
inferior fluid loss control additive is implicitly supported. Accordingly, the 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections Joyce et al. Patent Nos. 5,929,002 in view of either 
PCT Publication Nos. WO 99/50530 or WO 2003/56130 wherein mica is employed have 
been overcome.
